This was reported by an Office of 
Defense Transportation official as 
President T rum an awaited a reply 
on the compromise wage proposal 
he offered in an attem pt to stave off 
a walkout on the governm ent-seized 
lines. 
The ODT official, who asked not 
to be identified by name, told a re­ 
porter: 
“The (freight embargo) will be 
ordered w ithin a few m inutes after 
the men strike, if they strike, to in­ 
sure the movement of essential sup­ 
plies by as many trains as may be 
running.’’ 
He also said the ODT will set up 
a list of commodities to which other 
freight carriers m ust give preference. 
These orders will affect water and 
motor freight carriers. 
Additional orders probably will be 
Issued to insure movement of es­ 
sential passenger traffic by motor 
and air carriers, he said.

Germany, May 23 IF H 
Oeorge Fleps. identified as the 88 
private who fired the first shots in 
the Malmedy massacre of American 
prisoners of war, said in a state­ 
ment today that he raised his pistol 
after "we received orders from up 
ahead to bump off the Americans.”

asserted: 
“I fired one shot at one of the 
Americans and saw him fall over.

Then, Fleps said, machine guns 
in the surrounding tanks of the col­ 
umn started spraying the Ameri­ 
cans who had been herded into the 
field at the Malmedy crossroads 
during the early stages of the bat­ 
tle of the Ardennes bulge.

The interpreting—mhether or not 
men have the right to strike under 
the Constitution—would have to be 
done by the Supreme Court 
For once such a law were passed 
by Congress, some union would strike 
to make a test case of it and bring 
It before the Supreme Court for 
decision. 
Labor's Only Weapon 
The position of labor unions Is 
this: The strike is the only weapon 
is bor has in trying to force em ­ 
ployers to meet some, if not all, of 
isbor’i demands. 
Labor unions insist that the Con­ 
stitution gives workers the right to 
strike They point to those sections 
which say: 
1 
A m an shall not be forced into 
"slavery” or "involuntary servitude " 
2 
A man shall not be deprived 
of 
‘ liberty” without due 
process 
of law. such as trial. 
So, the unions argue, forbidding 
a man to atrlke deprives him of 
the "liberty" to leave a job and this 
means “involuntary servitude." 
Recognised By Law 
The principle of the strike as an 
economic weapon of labor has oeen 
recognized 
by 
the 
courts. 
Chief 
Justice Taft said in a Supreme Court 
decision in IM I: 
"The strike became a lawful in- 
rtrum ent 
in 
a 
lawful 
economic 
struggle 
or 
competition 
between 
employer and employes as to the 
share or division between them of 
the 
Joint produce of labor 
and 
capital." 
Because 
anti - strike 
legislation 
would be such a drastic step, Con­ 
gress would hardly attem pt it w ith­ 
out lengthy hearings and fiery de­ 
bate. It's a cinch labor would seek 
the defeat of any congressman who 
voted for such a law. 
And if Congress attem pted to out­ 
law strikes, it almost surely would 
go one step further and force com­ 
pulsory arbitration upon employers 
and employes unable to agree on a 
dispute.
